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NOT WHEN IT COMES TO MATH, NEW STUDY SAYS 


CNN 

The idea that boys are innately better at math than girls does 
not add up, say researchers whose analysis of international 
math tests showed girls have the same ability as boys to suc- 
ceed in math. 

“If you take the averages worldwide, you do not see any gen- 
der gaps— boys and girls perform about the same, on average,” 
said Jonathan Kane, one of the study’s authors. 

The study by University of Wisconsin researchers Kane and 
Janet Mertz suggests that cultural and social factors predict 
whether someone is good at math— not gender. 

“We have to stop selling T-shirts to girls that say, ‘I’m too 
pretty to do math,’ ” Kane said. “Our stereotypes are hurting 


our math education. If you take half the population and lecture 
to them about how girls aren’t good in math and how no one will 
expect you to do well in math because you’re a girl, you’re build- 
ing in the cultural factor that makes girls not perform as weU.” 

The study published in the January 2012 issue of Notices 
of the American Mathematical Society analyzed data from 
86 countries through two international standardized tests: the 
Programme for International Student Assessment and Trends 
in International Mathematics and Science Study It also looked 
at how girls and boys perform at the highest end of the math 
ability spectrum, in elite competitions such as the Internation- 
al Mathematical Olympiad or in SAT math tests administered 
to students under age 13. 


GENDER GAP? 

Researchers found that in many of the countries 
they compared, there was no gap between girls’ and 
boys’ average scores on the tests or between their 
performance at the elite level in math. In the U.S., the 
gap narrowed over time.

Chicagoans have procrastinated this year may 
end up with a worthless gift this holiday season: 
their unused vacation days. 

American employees, on average, have about 
six paid vacation days left by the end of the year, 
according to a survey released last month by travel 
site hotwire.com. 

These workers may have to scramble to use 
those days on a staycation or a simple road trip to 
Indiana or the like because of expensive holiday 
travel. 

Even if employers do allow banking days for 
next year, employees should take their vacation 
now, said workplace experts, who stressed the im- 
portance of using vacation to alleviate stress, espe- 
cially around the holidays. 

think you should use [vacation days] for the 
classical reason you’re given them. Tbu come back 
refreshed,” said Brad Karsh, president and founder 
of JobBound, a T.ake view-based job search assis- 
tance company 

Some employees think it’s best not to take vaca- 
tion days to impress their boss or because they feel 


they don’t need the time off, Karsh said. 

But one upside to taking vacation time, he said, 
is that the employees can show their managers how 
much they’re needed as work piles up during the 
break. 

Karsh recommends that employees request va- 
cation time as early as possible and, if it’s for the 
holiday season, Sept, i is a good deadline. 

Tx>rena Ornelas, who works at a Loop law firm, 
submitted her request in October for four days off 
this month. The Rogers Park resident got the days 
she wanted but said it’s typically frowned upon at 
her workplace to take vacation during December 
because of end-of-the-year deadlines. 

^Tnd of the quarter, end of the year is always su- 
per, super busy” said Ornelas, a legal assistant. “It’s 
just a general sense that December is not a good 
time to take time off” 

Ornelas, 35, isn’t even using her vacay to visit the 
United Arab Emirates (her dream trip). She’s stay- 
ing home and spending the time finishing assign- 
ments about eating disorders and feminist theory 
as she works toward a dual master’s degree in social 
work and gender studies at Loyola. 

Though she’s not frolicking in the sun, Ornelas 



said she wasn’t going to let her paid vacation days 
go to waste. 

“I always find a use for them by the end of the 
year,” Ornelas said. “I would never just let them 
lapse.” 

Illinois doesn’t have a “use it or lose it” vaca- 
tion policy which can vary from state 
to state. The government says va- 
cation time is determined in the 
contract between the employee 
and employer. 

Workers who haven’t yet 
used their vacation time that 
expires this year should sit 
down with their employer and 
discuss their options, said Emily 
Zorza, division director for Robert 
Half International, a staffing services firm that has 
an office in the Loop. 

Zorza recommends these employees list their 
day-to-day tasks and figure out who can cover them 
so it will be easier to go on vacation and recharge. 

“It’s a great way to keep motivation for the posi- 
tion in the new year,’* Zorza said.

Sara Lee broke developers^ hearts this month 
when it announced it will relocate its North 
American meat business to a building erected in 
1946 at 400 S. Jefferson St. 

Then the American Medical Association said it 
plans to move its Chicago headquarters into the for- 
mer IBM Building at 330 N. Wabash Ave. in 2013. 

The trend of large tenants moving into exist- 
ing buildings is expected to continue through 
next year— much to the chagrin of developers 
such as Richard Gatto, executive vice presi- 
dent at the Alter Group, which hopes to build 
a 20-story tower at 625 W Adams St. “Maybe 
we can get the building started in 2013. If we are 
lucky, at the end of 2012,” he said. 

For Chicago, a new building going up would 
be a sign that the downtown office market final- 
ly was shaking out of its funk and moving for- 
ward. But commercial real estate experts say the 
likelihood of that happening next year depends 
on a raft of factors, including the mood of the 
country entering an election year, the ability of 
developers to arrange for financing and whether 


the total office vacancy rate downtown contin- 
ues to shrink from above 16 percent. 

“{The drop] would tell me that the market is 
stronger, tighter,” said Michael Svets, a division 
manager with Wells Fargo Commercial Real Es- 
tate Group, adding that he would like vacancy 
rates to be below 10 percent. 

During the recession, as tenants went out 
of business and jobs disappeared, landlords de- 
creased rental rates to retain tenants, Svets said. 
As a result, cash flow dropped and many build- 
ing owners had trouble repaying loans, which 
affected their creditworthiness. 


Since then, occupancy rates have improved, 
but rental rates still are lagging, Svets said. If the 
market holds off new construction, he added, it 
will continue to tighten and rents will go up. 

“{A new building] makes everybody feel bet- 
ter about the climate, but there is still a fair 
amount of vacancy in the market,” Svets said. 
“Unfortunately, what happens is that large ten- 
ants want to be in new buildings.” 

And that’s why the industry continues to mon- 
itor companies looking for space large enough to 
anchor a new building, including Google, which 
is seeking 300,000 to 350,000 square feet.

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BLACKHAWKS’ BOLLAND PLAYS 
IHE ROLE OF AGIIAIOR PERFECILY 

By Chris Sosa i redeye 

A thesaurus is essential when describing the Blackhawks’ Dave Bolland. 

To his opponents, he’s a nightmare. A pest. A nuisance. A troublemaker. A rat. 
To his teammates, he’s a stalwart. An asset. A weapon. A necessity A rat. 


Hmm, looks like that last one’s the perfect 
starting point. That, and Bolland’s ability to 
shut down the opposition’s top scorers, which 
is his primary task. 

“He’s got good play selection, he’s got good 
patience with the puck,” Blackhawks coach 
Joel Quenneville said. “He seems to know the 
dangers defensively He knows the strength of 
the opposition’s top guys and he can nullify 
them pretty efficiently When you don’t have 
him, you really miss him.” 

Potent scorers such as Jonathan Toews, 
Patrick Kane, Marian Hossa and Patrick 
Sharp are the main reason the Hawks are one 
of the top teams in the NHL, and a favorite 
to win the Stanley Cup. At the same time, 
Bolland’s defensive skills and stealthy offense 
(eight goals, five assists through Wednesday) 
are just as valuable. 

He also thinks outside the penalty box, so 
to speak. 

“He’s reaUy smart, so he knows how to 
play defensively and the little things after the 
whistle when the refs aren’t looking— whack- 
ing sticks out of hands, pushing guys’ helmets 
over their faces, doing little things like that 
that really get on their nerves,” Toews said. 
“Once he sees guys getting pissed off, he 
knows he’s got ya, and even after that he just 
turns it around on you.” 

How do you know when it’s working? 

“When they start swattin’ at him and swea- 


tin’ at him, trying to hit him,” Toews said. “It’s 
crazy” 

Driving opponents nuts: check. Any other 
benefits of Bolland’s tactics? 

“The biggest thing is when they’re taking 
penalties against him— frustration, retalia- 
tion penalties,” Kane said. “I’ve always said 
I’d love to play against him to see how he is 
to play against when he gets under those guys’ 
skin. 

“[He’s] maybe like a Ron Attest, someone 
who can shut down the opposing team, but 
he’s good offensively He’s always yapping 
away too.” 

For the record, BoUand could do without 
the nickname. 

“T)u sort of embrace it a little bit, but also I 
think nobody likes to be called The Rat,’ ” the 
25-year-old center said. “I don’t like it really 
but my other nickname is The Greyhound.’ 
[Former teammate] Ben Eager called me grey- 
hound because I’m so skinny and that’s the 
one I’ve stuck with.” 

Nevertheless, he said he took to the role of 
annoying the other teams’ stars a few seasons 
ago, shortly before the Hawks won the Cup 
in 2009-10. 

“Whenever you follow [opponents] around 
the ice and are tapping at them, they know 
that you’re around,” Bolland said. “I may put 
my two cents in and chirp a little bit, but I 
think most of the time it’s just playing those

Other players hard, always being on them and 
playing tough against them.” 

Sometimes those two cents stretch 2,000 
miles— like to Vancouver. The Hawks have 
played the Canucks in three straight post- 
seasons, eliminating them twice. The rivals’ 
next regular-season showdown isn’t until Jan. 
31, but during a recent appearance on WGN- 
AM 720, he referred to Vancouver’s Sedin 
brothers, Henrik and Daniel, as “sisters.” 

Bolland was asked if they still would be sis- 
ters if they were Blackhawks. 

“Well, they’ll never become Hawks. ...We’d 
be sure not to let them on our team,” he said. 
‘And yeah, they probably still would be sisters. 
I think they might sleep in bunk beds. The 
older one has the bottom one, the younger 


one got the top.” 

A few days later, Vancouver coach Alain Vi- 
gneault played into Bolland’s hands. 

“When you have comments like Bol- 
land’s, obviously [it’s] an individual whose 
IQ is probably the size of a birdseed and he’s 
got a face that only a mother could look at,” 
Vigneault said, according to TSN. 

Yikes. Clearly Bolland’s at the top of his 
game in the agitation department. His team- 
mates, for their part, certainly notice. 

“To do what he does every night, the defen- 
sive role, and to be offensive, it’s a hard task 
to have, and he’s been good,” winger Bryan 
Bickell said. “That’s why Chicago likes him 
the way he is.”

The American Council on Exercise a few years ago esti- 
mated the average holiday dinner packs 3,000 calories and

calories makes a pound, and the average person hoping to 
maintain their weight is supposed to consume 2,000 calo- 
ries (for women) or 2,500 (for men) a day (though that var- 
ies by height, weight and activity level).
